2. Claims 1 3, 14. 16 to 1 8, 20, 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Birdsall et al. 

This rejection is consistent with the rejection made in the previous office action. 
The only difference between the instant claims and those originally claimed is ti.dt b as 
claimed must be between .25 and .45. However Birdsail et al. show resins having such 
a "b" value, note the various resins prepared In the examples. Thus these claims are 
anticipated by Birdsall et al. 

3. Claims 13 to 18, 20, 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Birdsall et al. 

Birdsall et al. teach on column 3 that the amount of unsaturated groups can be 
adjusted to modify the hardness of the resulting product. Thus one having ordinary skill 
in the art would have been motivated by the teachings of Birdsall et al. to adjust the 
amount of alkenyl groups in the phenyl containing silicone in an effort to optimize 
results. In this manner the skilled artisan would have found the instant claims to have 
been obvious. 

With regards to the refractive index limitation of claim 15, the Examiner relies on 
the rationale detailed in the previous office action, as it applied to claim 3. 

4. Claim 1 0 is objected to because of the following informalities: This claim refers 
to "a cured product according to claim 1", but claim 1 is not drawn to a cured product. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

5. Claims 1 to 8, 1 1 and 12 are allowed for reasons of record. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
